M. Buisson has spent many months in 
drawing up his report, which sets forth 
in detail the attitude adopted by each 
country towards this question. He dwells 
on the results obtained in the various 
lands where the municipal vote has al- 
ready been granted, in Australia, .i9 
Finland, New Zealand, Norway and in 
the majority of the United States. In 
italy, generally supposed to be the most 
backward in all Europe in thé matter 
of women’s rights, Deputy Gallini has 
already submitted a similar bill te Par- 
liament. 

M. Buisson’s bill is an amplification 
of one previously drawn up by Deputy 
Gautrey, which never obtained a hear- 
ing. dhe new bill stipulates that wo- 
men shall not only have the municipal 
vote, but shall be eligible for office. At 
a large suffragette meeting held recently 
with the Socialist Deputy Marcel Sem- 
bat presiding, M. Buisson stated that this 
great reform could be accomplished by 
merely adding three words to the pres- 
ent law. M. Fourniere, a former munici- 
pal councillor, in the course of his speech, 
said that in the event of this bill being 
passed an anomalous position would be 
created. The Senate, which is elected by 
the vote of the different municipal coun- 
cils, would represent the political opin- 
ions of women as well as men, whereas 
the ehamber of deputies, elected by gen- 
eral vote, would only stand for a strictly 
maaculine platform. ; 

Among others who also spoke were M. 
Estournelles de Constant, one of France’s 
most distinguished promoters of inter- 
national peace; M. de Pressense, the 
noted socialist, and M. Joseph Menard, 
the vice-president of the Paris municipal 
council. Among the women who ad- 
dressed the meeting were Maria Verone, 
the first woman admitted to the bar in 
Paris, and Mme. Oddo-Dufiou, an author- 
ity on international law relating to 
women. She was the only woman on the 
sub-committee appointed three years ago 
to study the reform of the French code.

LONDON—The second aero and motor 


boat show, held by the Society of Mo-. 
tor Manufacturers and Traders, under, 
the auspices of the Royal Aero Club, is 
now open The marked ad- 


vance of aeronautics is extremely well 
demonstrated by the excellence of the 


in London. 


present show, which is entitled to claim 


the distinction of being the largest and 
most complete aeronautical exhibition 


‘held in any country up to the present 


time. The aeronautical salon in Paris in 
December of last year was considered a 
very remarkable show even for Paris, 
which city we have learned to look upon 
as past master of the art of exhibition 
organization. The present show contains 
four more full-size machines than were 
on exhibition at the Paris salon, and the 
workmanship displayed is very consider- 
ably in excess of even the best work 
shown on that occasion. 7 

It remains to be seen whether the many 
beautiful machines on view at Olympia 
at present will ever fiy. The lack of 
originality in English design is well ex- 
emplified by the fact that the influence 
of the Bleriot design, the first machine to 
appear in this country, has been largely 
followed, and there is a proportion of 
over three monoplanes to one biplane on 
view. 

The most striking feature of the 
Olympia show is the exhibit of the 
Royal Aero Club, which shows on its 


stand two biplanes, constructed by Mes-

A most interesting exhibit is also sup- 
plied by Messrs. Bleriot, Limited, of the 
'\world-famoue Type XI., a _ replica of 
Louis Bleriot’s croes-channel machine, 
while Messrs. Humber, Limited, of Cov- 
entry, also show several Bleriot machines 
constructed in this country under the 
Bleriot patents. 

The Olympia exhibition is not free 
from the usual assortment of “freaks” 
inseparable from the early stages of a 
new science, and one or two machines, 
notably of the multiplane, as also of 
the ornithoptere type, exemplify this in 
the highest degree. 

The chief note of the show is the ex- 
cellence of the workmanship. Propeller 
blades, radiators; and all classes of wire 
attachments show most careful and ac- 
curate workmanship; there could be no 
doubt whatever that in show finish this 
country is considerably ahead of France.

Those who 
have sought employment on the ground

’ have not been so successful as to 
this to-be the best method of 
ng work. It has always seemed 
more practicable for the ex-prisoner to 
look for work lke other people, seeking 
that which he can do best, and when he 
finds it, dojng his utmost to give satis- 
faction to his employer.

tion is necessary. The extent to which 
bottled goods are sold to persons al- 
ready partially under the influence of 
liquor, he believed, is very little under- 
stood. He read a letter from a judge of 
a district court in which it is stated that 
three fourths of the men brought before 
him for intemperance are found to have 
bottles on their persona. 

The bill, however, does not seek to 
wipe out the bottle business, he de- 
clared. Rather it permits any man to 
get a bottle of liquor when he wants 
it, the speaker said, and it stands also 
for the principle that the weak man is 
to he protected from having a bottle 
of liquor forced on him if he doesn’t 
want it. 

The opponents of the bill, he said, 
claim that it will not result in any re- 
duction of the consumption of liquor, 
and if that be true there can be no 
permanent loss of revenue. But person- 
ally, he said, he had no sympathy with 
the financial argument. He _ regarded 
it as a moral issue, as the bill is to 
protect the home, the wife and child. 

The initiative and referendum bill has 
now the engrossment stage 
the Massachusetts House. There will 
need to be a change in the attitude of 
some of the members toward the meas- 
ure, if it is to be passed at this session 
of the Legislature, as sufficient votes 
were not in evidence when it was passed 
at the third reading to carry it through 
Under the provisions of the 
bill at the present time it would take 
77.602 signers for the imitiative and 
68.201 for the referendum. 

Senator Turtle’s bill exempting the 
bonds of the Massachusetts Holding Com- 
pany trom taxation has been admitted 
by the Senate committee on rules.

SOUTHERN EXPLORER 
DESCRIBES TRAVELS 
INANTARCTIC REGION 


NEW YORK—Lieut. Sir. E. H. Shack. 
leton, the British Antarctic explorer 
introduced by Commander Robert E. 
Peary, the American Arctic explorer, 
told the story of his famous expedition 
farthest eouth in Carnegie hall Tuesday 
evening to. a large and interested au- 
dience. 

Lieutenant Shackleton rapidly sketched 
the financial difficulties under which he 
labored in getting his expedition started, 
its departure from New Zealand and the 


_j scaling of Mt. Erebus, the highest mount- 


ain of the Antarctic region. He de- 
scribed the party’s winter encampment 
and the renewed march southward. 

One day they advanced only 600 yards. 
“Finally,” the speaker said, “we reached 
a point where I knew we could make the 
pole, but could never have got back. With 
50 more pounds of food we could have 
reached there and returned. It was then 
that we planted the British flag and 
turned north.” 

The “man from ‘farthest north” and 
the ‘man from farthest south” also sat 


side by side at a table in the Astor hotel | 


at the luncheon given by the Explorers 
Club in. honor of the latter, while on the 
left hand of the English explorer was 
Capt. Robert Bartlett, who commanded 
the Roosevelt during Commander Peary’s 
last dash for the pole. 

Among these men were seated many 
of the most prominent of the Amgrican 
explorers, with a scattering of men from 
other nations who have distinguished 
themselves in such work. 

After the luncheon Lieutenant Shack- 
leton told the members of the club that 
he would distribute the two and a half 
tons of specimen rocks and minerals 
which he had colllected in his Antarc- 
tic expedition to various museums in 
the principal countries of the world. 

The guest of honor told several amus- 
ing anecdotes of his expedition, and 
concluded by saying that he believed 
when men were put to the critical test 
they generally measured up to the oc- 
casion.

NEW YORK-—As in the two preceding 
months, Atchison for February 
quite a decrease in net, although gross 
increased substantially.

Transportation costs increased 14 per 
eent and 21 per cent respectively in De- 
cember and January, or from 28 per cent 
to 32 per cent of gross in December and 
from 30 per cent to 35 per cent in Jan- 
uary. Of the total increase in expenses 
for the two months of $33,200,000, $1,900.- 
000, or 60 per cent, may be attributed to 
higher maintenance, $948,000 to in- 
creased cost of transportation and the 
balance to greater taxes, traffic or gen- 
eral expenses. 

If half the excess maintenance this 
vear over last, for seven months, has been 
due to non-productive expenditure, there 
has still been an excess of maintenance 
of nearly $1,750,000 to match against a

Net Revenues of System Last 
Year Oyer Three Miaillions 
Larger Than for Previous 
‘Twelve Months. 


NEW YORK-—-Making little distinc 
tion between Consolidated Gas Company 
and the Consolidated Gas System, the 


public service commission finds that net 
profits of the Consolidated Gas System, 
including Astoria Light, Heat & Power, 
Consolidated Gas, Central 
New Amsterdam Gas, New York Mutual 
Gas Light, Northern Union Gas and 
Standard Gas Light equaled $7,583,382 
in 1909, or $3,371,739 above 1908. 

These figures, however represent net 
profits of gas companies in some of 
which Consolidated Gas Company has 
only an equity, receiving no dividend 
return. It receives from Standard Gas 
and New York Mutual Gas dividends 
of about $400,000. This, included in net 
profits of the respective companies, 
duplicated in Consolidated Gas Com. 
pany’s net profits. 

Although these figures are somewhat 
larger than found in President Cortel- 
you’s report, that report applied to Con- 
solidated Gas Company rather than to 


id 


the system, and made no mention of equi- |. 


ties in subsidiary companies. There is 
no real conflict between President Cor- 
telvou’s report and the figures of the 
public service commission as to Consoli- 
dated Gas Company. 

Mr. Cortelyou reports total gas earn- 
ings for 1909, including surplus earnings 
of Astoria Company $230,512, at $2,749.- 
568. With a difference of $36,727 in re- 
ported depreciation the commission finds 
total earnings exclusive of Astoria sur- 
plus equal to $2,883,782. These differ- 
ences are only matters of bookkeeping, 
as the annual report of Consolidated Gas 
Company places net .corporate income at 
$6,730,883, while the public service com- 
mission reports $6,500,370 without sur- 
plus earnings of Astoria Company 
$6,730,883 with them.

“Lucia” as an opera now exists for 
two things—the opportunity given a 
prima donna in the famous scene and 
the sextet. The advance of realism has 
made the operas of Donizetti and his 
school obsolete for dramatic purpose. 
Most of them rest in desuetude or some 
other lexicographic state, for this reason. 
As music, however, many works of the 
period have great value and could be per- 
formed in concert form if artists could be 
found to sing them. For first of all] these 
antiquated operas demand teehnical pro- 
ficiency of high order, and in the pres- 
ent case, “Lucia” requires a prima-donna 
who is of virtuoso rank. After ail what 
relief to turn from the makers of modern 
music dramas, whose every attempt to pro- 
duce a logical art form makes confusior 
worse confounded, to one of these elder 
masters of melodibusness, who cared not 
to make people ponder their music with 
knitted brows as one might the fourth 
dimension—whatever that may be—bue 
who cared much that people should en- 
joy their music. 

If Donizetti were present last night 
at the reception given his masterpiece 
and saw the entire house swept off in 
a wave of enthusiasm, he would probably 
be content that he did not spell his name 
Strauss or Wagner. 

The virtuoso prima donna before men- 
tioned was present in the person of Mme. 
Tetrazzini. How well she sang no pen 
can write. One might call attention to 
her ease of production, her sustained | © 
tones, the wondrous strength of her trill, 
or the incredible brilliancy and range of | pa 
her top notes. Owing to these latter 
chiefly the great sextet was perforce 
repeated, as was her duet passage with 
the flute in the following act.

NE reason why so many kings have 

been failures has béen due’ to the 
fact that there have been no; other kings 
in their neighborhood, with whom they 
could consult and compare notes. <A 
king is the only king in the ¢ountry 
and so there is no one from whom he 
ean learn his trade.

Mdst of these assistants are al- 
ready trained in practical library work;

that would not otherwise occur to them. 

Probably there are no libraries so per- 
fect that they would not find it benefi- 
cial to adopt this plan of Mr. Tripp. A 
general interchange of knowledge among 
the various libraries of the country 
would surely result in raising the e!fii- 
ciency of them all. It would probably 
be a good investment for most libraries 
to send every year some member of its 
staff to serve for a month in some other 
library, In this way, in process of time, 
of library knowledge 
‘would be generally distributed and the 
standard of library work raised. It does 
not harm the -wisest library at all to 
learn what other libraries are doing, and 
how they are doing it. 

There is a city of about 70,000 inhabi- 
tants. It is a real city with g@ real name 
of its own in the midst of a thriving Amer- 
ican community. It has a real name of 
its own,’but we will call it the city of 
Fuddydud. 

The public library in this city of 
Fuddydud has an excellent librarian and 
an intelligent public who patronize it. It 
might be an excellent public library, but 
it fias a fuddyduddy trustee who ‘per- 
sists in running the institution accord- 
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ing to the standards of 1865. He hears 
of other libraries everywhere run accord- 
ing to the standards of 1910. But this 
has no effect upon him. 


“These standards,” he says, “are well 
enough for Cleveland, or Pittsburg, or 
Newark, of Grand Rapids, or Springfield, 
or New York, but they will never do for 
Fuddydud. Entirely different conditions 
prevail in Fuddydud. Fuddydud is a city 
by itself, with peculiar local problems of 
its own. It is time thrown away to study 
the library conditions of other cities. They 
do not apply, and cannot be made to ap- 
ply to Fuddydud. The Fuddyduddians 
are a peculiar and unique people and 
must work out their own civic problems 


and peculiarities.” 

Harry Lyman Koopman has a fine 
}poem ealled “The Librarian of the 
Desert,” in which he describes a Moham- 
medan library on a little oasis in the 
desert of Sahara. Now this Fuddyduyd- 
dian trustee is as much isolated from all 
touch with the other public libraries of 
the world as is Mr. Koopman’s librarian 
of the desert. ‘The cumulative experi- 
ence of thousands of libraries that have 
been learnings things for the last 40 years 
is a sealed book to him. He goes on the 
assumption that one Fuddyduddian edu- 
cated to the standards of 1865 knows 
more than thousands of other people who 
have been thinking subsequently to that 
date. 

This assumption we regard, at least, 
as somewhat illogical.

Trustees should send their librartans 
to library conventions and pay their 
expenses. If efficiency of, librarianship 
is desired there is no better way to 


expend money. When the national li-

brary conventions are held in a nearby 
locality all the members of the staff 
should be sent, for at least a day or 
two. Every library should send repre- 
sentatives to all the meetings. The 
expenses of the trip should be borne 
by the library. 

The writer knows of a zealous libra- 
rian who pays her own expenses to ail 
such gatherings although her salary is 
docked for the time she is absent from 
the Jibrary. Such a librarian as this 
deserves a better library—and such a 
library as this deserves a poorer libra- 
rian. 

Trustees should not only send their 
librarians and as many staff members 
as possible to all such library gather- 
ings, but should indeed make attendance 
upon these gatherings compulsory. But 
it may be urged there is not money 
enough with which to send them. This 
is an important discovery. If there is 
not money enough to send them the 
library may be sure it does not have 
money enough to support a library; 
and it behooves the town in which such 
a library exists to raise, in some way, 
4 larger sum for library maintenance. 
This is its first duty and ought to be 
attended to at the earliest possible mo- 
ment, If the town cannot afford it, it 
should pass around the hat, get up a 
fair, start a course of lectures, and— 
if worse comes to worst—have a “tag 
day.”

Ottoman 
Unity lation, the new order of» things recently. 
inaugurated in the Ottoman afmy comes 
sharply into focus. The projected consoli- 
dation by means of an alliance between 
Turkey, Bulgaria, Servia and Montenegro, 
with Greece, and even Rumania, adhering at a later date, was, in. 
effect, carried out on a miniature scale in the Turkish army by the 
recruiting of Christian and Jewish conscripts. 

For, the first time since the foundation of the Ottoman state by 
Sultan Osman, non-Mohammedans are admitted to the army without 
adopting Islam, like the Janizaries of old. There were some few 
exceptions, such as the Bulgarian Woiniks or the Greek Harmatoles, 
but it is only now under the constitutional regime that the abyss 
between the Mohammedan ruling race ‘and the Christian subject 
nationalities is bridged over by the new service law. That this is 
really an event of historic significance is seen from the fact that 
it does away with the idea of the holy war waged by the Moslem on 
the Christian, for the relations between Turkey gnd the powers have 
always been governed by the antagonism of creed and the assumption 
that Mohammedan rule in a corner of Eutope Went anomaly and a 
- blotch on Christendom. With Christian defenders of Ottoman 
constitutional rule, the aspect of Balkan relations is radically changed. 
It may, of course, be argued that Greek or Bulgarian soldiers in 
Ottoman service must be doubtful defenders of Ottoman sovereignty 
against their kin across the border, but the same doubts were 
expressed a year ago in regard to the Austrian army when a clash 
with Russia over. the South Slavic interests seemed imminent, and 
the proofs of Slavic loyalty in the Austrian army were mainly 
responsible for the ‘triumph of Germany's and Austria’s Balkan 
policy. Cooperation between Turks and Macedonians was the most 
‘conspicuous feature of Mahmud Shevket’s march on Constantinople 
last spring, and, given the high standard of the Turkish army, the 
element of martial pritie will stimulate loyalty. 

Without-Ottoman unity a constructive Balkan policy is impossi- 
ble, and without a constructive factor the situation in southeastern 
Europe must ever remain the volcano it has been in the past.. Thus, 
if there is now for the first time a tendency to include Turkey in an 
understanding between the Balkan nations, the outlook is favorable, 
thanks to the wise resolve of the Young Turks to raise the Christians 
to be not only Ottoman citizens but ch a of the Ottoman realm.

New Orleans is not striving to discourage, to interfere with or 
to prevent the holding of expositions elsewhere at any time between 
the present and the year of its proposed celebration. The Panama 
canal, so it reasons, is of world-wide interest, “and all the states and 
countries that may participate in the New. York celebration will only 
have to transfer their exhibits to ours. . . . So far from marring 
the Panama celebration, that at New York will only be introductory 
and preparatory to ours.’ | 

Now, is not this the right view to take of it? The country is 
big and broad enough for all, The great mass of the people who 
will be attracted by expositions on the Pacific or the Atlantic coasts 
could not be attracted by an exposition in the metropolis of the Gulf 
states, and vice versa. If New Orleans shall draw liberally upon its 
own territory, which in this instance, at least, would extend far up 
the Mississippi valley, it will have as large a crowd as it can provide 
for comfortably and satisfactorily. It is taking a very sensible view 
of the situation.

A‘ VALUABLE object lesson is being offered 
this week to the farmers in some twenty 
Massachusetts towns along the lines of the 
Boston & Albany railroad. There started 
out this morning a train of five educational 
cars, called the “Better Farming Special,” 
really an agricultural college on wheels. This 
train is to make'a four-day tour. It is to be

pursuits will turn out* nymerously . and 
welcome the instruction that will be presented ~freely by experts in 
their line of work. If the farmers coopérate to this extent, the 
undertaking can hardly help. proving profitable to them and to the 
state. It will also be in time a source of added income to the railroad 
through the greater prosperity of the farmers. 

In one car is being shown apparatus for combating forest fires; 
improved methods of poultry raising are also illustrated ; in the second 
car the state forester and his assistants lecture on forestry and the 
extermination of insect pests; the third is devoted to dairying inter- 
ests; in the fourth are samples of. high-grade farm products, and 
instruction is given how to raise these crops; while the fifth car is 
given to fruit-growing. Addresses are made by attaches of the state 
board of agriculture and men from the agricultural college.. It is 
further planned to have evening meetings at which there will be 
helpful talks on farm subjects. 

This train, supplementing the work of a similar train on the 
Boston & .Maine lines about three years ago, is in a way extending 
the movement over the whole ‘state. The educational train can, \of 
course, Pive but two hours at most to each town on its route, yet the 


influence of its visit will not cease with its departure. The farmers’ 


will not only have in mind what they have seen and heard, but 
discussions among them are likely to follow, clubs may be started, 
agricultural fairs be promoted, a stronger interest be aroused in publi- 
cations on country life, and a greater activity ensue regarding every- 
thing pertaining to farming matters. This is practical work in 
behalf of the farmer and. the general public.

Arbor day a significance it has. never before The Lesson 
possessed. “Publicity” is bringing about, in of 

a large measure, the reform in the matter of | 

forest waste that is so much needed. The Arbor Day 
attention of the public has been focused on 
the subject until it seems probable that a 
very large percentage of the nation’s inhabi- 
tants know that the forests are being devastated by careless, -unwar- 
ranted use, and by fire, much of which is preventable, at a rate that 
means their entire destruction ere long. The great lesson that is 
being taught emphasizes two important facts: there must be fewer 
trees cut and burned; there must be a greater number planted to take 
the places of those that are destroyed. Pérhaps no other topic of 
similar importance has occupied so much space in the columns of: 
the newspapers for months past as has this matter of forest conserva- 
tion. The Pinchot-Ballinger controversy has served to broaden and 
to emphasize the campaign of education that is being carried, on. 
But it is in the schools of the nation where the lesson of the tree will 
be most broad and permanently taught, the pupils’ theoretical work 
being more than confirmed in their observations of what is going on 
As former Chief Forester 
Pinchot hag said, the sentiments/and emotions aroused on Arbor day 
pass only too quickly ; the important thing is that permanent results 
be left—lasting impressions in the minds of the children, and flourish- 
ing in the earth; an object lesson in a tree plantation of use or beauty, 
or both combined. He further sets forth the fact that the tree that 
is significant in the life of the nation is the forest tree. Isolated’ 
trees along the roadside, in the city streets, or in the school yard, 
please the eye and cool the air with their refreshing shade; but the 
forest of trees, where wood is growing to supply material for homes, 
for fuel, for a hundred industries; where the forest litter is storing 
the water for streams to quench men’s thirst, to irrigate their lands, 
to .drive their mills, to fill their rivers deep |for the vast traffic of 
inland navigation, in a word, the forest as producer and custodian , 
of the necessities of life and happiness, is the true message of Arbor
